34 terrorists killed in assault

METCLLA. - Thirty-four terror- 
ists were killed yesterday as the 
Israel Defence Forces carried out 
searches in the Shi’ite town of Zrar- 
iyah. dashing with Lebanese Army 
troops there. 

For the IDF it was the biggest 
operation since the controversial 
“Iron Fist" policy was pu: into 
effect. 

Zrariyab, northeast of Tyre in the 
western sector, is one Jtilometre 
north of the Utaui Ri'er. to which 
the IDF withdrew last month. 

IDF sources said that since the 
withdrawal terrorists hsie used the 
town as a base for anacks against the 
IDF. Rocket-propelled grenades, 
mortals and Katyusha rockets base 
been fired across the river from the 
town, whose position on the north- 
ern bank of the Litani has helped the 
terrorists. 

A large Israeli force entered the 
town at dawn. It had orders not to 
shoot at Lebanese Army soldiers 
unless fired on, Reu:er reported 
Lebanese sources as saying lhai 
Israeli troops landed by helicopters. 

. When the IDF entered Zrariyah. 
Lebanese soldiers opened fire with 
RPGs and light antis. Local resi- 
dents also fired from rooftops in a 
bid to halt the Israeli advance. 

The IDF returned fire. After the 
area was under control, all males 
were collected in the town square. 
Much ammunition and many 
weapons were found, and several 
bouses that had served terrorists 
were demolished. 

Among the terrorists killed was 
the commander of a cell responsible 
for lolling Lieutenant-Colonel Avra- 
ham Elran two months ago. 

The IDF force left the town after 
completingits mission.

"the machine-gun from a nearby 
Israeli position erupted and buiiets 
spattered into the sreund near oar 
feet.” 

Seconds later, the ground shook 
as a tank cannon shell hit. throwing 
three reporters off their feet.

The IDF. Levy said, would with- 
draw according to the operational 
plan that had been drawn up to 
ensure a safe withdrawal and secur- 
ity along the northern border.

The government is not prepared 
to consider accelerating the with- 
drawal from Lebanon under the im- 
pact of the stepped-up warfare with 
the Shi'ite terrorists. But there are 
indications that Israel’s top policy- 
makers might Tethink the phased 
withdrawal schedule once the dust 
settles after Sunday's car-bomb 
attack near Merulla. 

"Meanwhile, the policy is to hit 
harder than ever at the Shi'ites in the 
belief that bitter blows dealt to them 
now will deter them from earning 
the fight over the border once the 
Israel Defence Forces pulls back. 
The possibility of an earlier-than- 
planned pullback is seen as increas- 
ing the need for tough measures for 
as long as the IDF is still in Lebanon 
and still suffering from persistenr 
anacks. 

While visiting foe wounded of 
Sunday's attack yesterday. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres said the 
IDF s exit from Lebanon will not be 
executed in panic or in a mood of 
submission. 

“The terrorists will not dictate our 
steps,” he said at the Sheba Medical 
Centre in Tel Hashomer. where six 
of the wounded in the attack are 
being treated. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
in an interview yesterday, said Israel 
"has no choice but to fight the Shi'ite 
terrorism that is striking our soldiers 
now and may seek to hit us across the 
border. If we do not fiaht it. there is 


little chance that it will stop at the 
border (after the withdrawal).’’ 

Rabin reiterated his oft-repeated 
threat that "either there will be quiet 
for both sides - or else neither side 
will have quiet.” 

Rabin said rhe pace of the present 
phase of the pullback was dictated 
■purely by military* logistics.” and 
that the overall schedule had to take 
account not only of '’today’s pain 
and grief’ but also of the need for a 
strong border defence. 

Rabin’s cautious approach, which 
is backed by Premier Peres, will 
doubtless prevail over demands 
from several moderate ministers to 
hasten the withdrawal in the wake of 
Israel's mourning casualties. 

Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman urges the fusion of phase 
two (the current phase) and phase 
three, the final withdrawal ro the 
international border. His Yaha^ 
Party lieutenant. Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer. said last night that the car- 
nage would only escalate the longer 
the IDF remained in South Leba- 
non. and the eventual danger to the 
Galilee settlements w-ould increase. 

Another minister strongly favour- 
ing accelerating the pullout is Shi- 
nui's Communication Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein. 

In the opposition parties to the left 
of the government there have been 
open calls for immediate and total 
withdrawal.

Israel tells U.S. Ethiopians won’t be settled in territories

Israel has promised the U.S. that 
it will not settle newcomers from 
Ethiopia in foe administered terri- 
tories. 

The U.S. recently asked foe Israel 
government for clarifications of re- 
ports that newly arrived Jew's from 


Ethiopia were being settled in the 
West Bank. 

American officials confirmed last 
night that such a request had been 
made recently bur would nor add any 
details. 

The U.S. government gives Israel 
S15 million a year through the AID 
programme for resettlement of Jew- 


ish refugees, and will not permit this 
money to be used in West Bank 
settlements, to which it is opposed. 

Government officials in Jerusalem 
said last night, in response to a 
question, that Israel has assured the 
U.S. that foe Ethiopian ohm are nor 
being sent to West Bank settle- 
ments. The Ethiopian Jews who do 
live in Kiryat Arba are not newcom- 


ers, the officials said. 

Haim Aharon, head of (he Jewish 
Agency Aliya Department, had de- 
clared in a recent interview that 
Israel will settle the Ethiopian olim 
wherever it sees fit, including Judea 
and Samaria. This, and other state- 
ments by Israeli officials, apparently 
evoked the American request for 
clarifications. 


American official says: 

U.S. doesn’t wanl 


WASHINGTON iReuttrr). - A 
senior American official said yester- 
day that the U.S. “is not interested 
in "pre-negotiations with foe Palesti- 
nians," as Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak opened his talks with foe 
administration here. 

The official, briefing reporters on 
Mubarak’s visit on condition that he 
was not identified, said the U.S. goal

Mubarak will 
put his case for a big increase in 
American aid. Egypt has fallen some 


S2S5 million behind in its payments 
of $450m. a year on previous U.S. 
military-aid loans and has serious 
foreign exchange problems. 

The administration will soon be 
asking Congress for additional aid 
for both Egypt and Israel, its two top 
aid recipients. Egypt is already due 
to get economic aid of $815 million 
and military assistance of nearly SI .2 


billion this year. 

“We will be listening sympatheti- 
cally to see what we can do," the 
official said. But he noted that the 
administration was barred by law 
from forgiving Egypt's military loan 
debt. 

Aid this year and next wfil not 
incur further Egyptian debts, as it is 
being provided on a grant basis.

Rabin delays plan to axe 
military industry staff 


Return of Modal 


By ROYISACOWITZ 
TEL AVIV. - Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin yesterday postponed the 
dismissal of some 4,000 workers in 
the Israel Military Industries, 
according to a spokesman for the 
Histadrut. 

Their faie will now be decided by a 
new committee that Rabin agreed 
should be established to study the 
problem of planned job cuts in the 

1MI. 

The committee will comprise rep- 
resentatives of the Defence Minis- 
try, the IMI and the Defence Work- 
ers Union. 


Rabin was told yesterday in a 
meeting with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar that the His- 
tadrut opposed the government's 
policy of cutting budgets without 
providing growth opportunities. 

The meeting followed the 
announcement by the IMI manage- 
ment that some 4,000 workers would 
be dismissed as a result of cuts in the 
defence budget. 

Kessar told Rabin that the dismis- 


sals could be avoided by increasing 
orders from the defence industries, 
increasing exports, and improving 
output and productivity*. Defence 
Workers Union secretary Shalom 
Habshush said that the workers were 
prepared to improve productivity. 

Habshush added that his union's 
executive would soon meet to decide 
on ways of opposing the threatened 
dismissals. 

David Rudgc adds: 

The Haifa Labour Council yester- 
day urged Rabin to prevent the 
proposed dismissal of more than 
1.000 employees of Rafael, as the 
Defence Ministry's Armaments De- 
velopment Authority is known in its 
Hebrew acronym. 

Council secretary Moshe Wert- 
man cabled the demand to Rabin 
after the authority's management 
informed the council of its intention 
to start sacking workers next month. 

Wertman said the dismissals, part 
of budget cutbacks ordered by the 
ministry, would exacerbate the 
already-serious unemployment 
situation in the area. 


Shamir: Israel not opposed 
to Spain joining market 


BRUSSELS ( AP). - Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir yesterday told 
leading European Commission 
members that Israel did not oppose 
Spain s and Portugal's joining the 
European Community, but did not 
wish to be the victim of the enlarge- 
ment and wanted to avoid its nega- 
tive effects, a commission spokes- 
woman said. 

Sbamir stressed that Israel's farm 
exports were a political problem, 
since agriculture employs a large 
part of the Israeli population. He 
pleaded for maintaining traditional 
trade flows with the EC. 

He particularly pressed for cutting 
EC tariffs on Israeli flowers, asking 
for a concrete commitment from the

Absorption Minister \ a acov 
Tsur has asked Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres to convene the 
governraent-Jewish Agency coordi- 
nating body to discuss the sharp drop 
in aliya from the West. 

Tsur asked his' staff for statistics on 
aliva in the past two years, and found 
that 30 per cent fewer olim came 
from the West than in 1983. 

Last month, only 461 olim arrived 
from the West, compared to 606 in 
February 19S4. a drop of 22 per cent. 
All together 7S6 olim from all coun- 
tries arrived last month. 

Tsur intends to propose that the 
Jewish Agency give up its monopoly 
on promoting aliya from the ” cat. 
and that the government be allowed 
to push its own ideas. 

Meanwhile, the Absorption 
Ministry has decided to interview all 


Ethiopian olim from ages 17 to *5 
who have been here for at least a 
year, to channel them into suitable 
educational and vocational 
frameworks. 

The aim is to prevent the Ethio- 
pians from getting stifck in jobs re- 
quiring no skills. The testing unit of 
Youth" Aliya, which has experience 
with Ethiopian Jews, will do the 
interviewing under the aegis of the 
Student Authority, which is run 
jointly by the Jewish Agency and the 
ministry. 

The 17-25 age group is regarded as 
a critical and problematic one, as 
many of its members are not yet 
ready for the army and are at a 
turning point in their professional 
Eves.

He came to Moscow from the 
provinces in 1972 at the age of 41, 
and Jater became right-hand man to 
the late Soviet leader Yuri Andro- 
pov. He was widely seen as Andro- 
pov’s choice of heir. 

But when Andropov died in 
February 1984. the Soviet leadership 
went to ’the then 72-year -old Cher- 
nenko and Gorbachev was left to 
consolidate his position as Number 
Two. 

A December 1984 trip to London 
boosted his credentials. Gorbachev 
was an instant success with the Brit- 
ish press, who found him and his 
wife, Raisa, charming and in drama- 
tic contrast with the sombre style 
usually attributed to Moscow. 

Gorbachev’s media popularity 
disconcerted Washington, where 
Defence Secretary Caspar Weinber- 
ger warned that he was on a “public- 
relations trip" for the Kremlin's 
army policies. 

In Moscow, it was suggested that 
acclaim for Gorbachev in the West 
could rebound with adverse effect 
and hurt his chances among con- 


servatives for succeeding Chernenko 
as party leader. 

But Gorbachev showed every sign 
of having benefited rather than suf- 
fered as a result of hfc tour. 

A law graduate from . Moscow 
State University; he has appeared as 
the apostle of change, anxious to 
shake up long-standing and sluggish 
Soviet economic practices and intro- 
duce modem management methods 
and new technology. 

This has led some western analysts 
to speculate that as leader he would 
prefer a period of relative detente to 
allow greater concentration on inter- 
nal affair s. .. 

Others have cautioned against 
liberal expectations from any roan 
who has made it to the top in Soviet 
politics. 

Gorbachev was elevated to full 
membership of the ruling Politburo 
in 1980 under Leonid Brezhnev , who 
put him in charge of an ambitious 
agricultural r e f orm programme. He 
was not even 50 and had been in 
Moscow just two years. Such early 
prominence marked, him out as a 
man to watch. 

A stout, balding figure with a 
prominent birthmark on his fore- 
head. Gorbachev was bom in die 
north Caucasus village of Privol- . 
noye. near Stavropol. 

He started his working life in that 


important grain-growing region, 
where he was the city’s partydfirfai 
the age of 35 and head of the entire 
regional party organization four 
years later.. . ; •’ 

He was summoned to Moscow in 
1978 to become a party centraT com- 
mittee secretary for agriculture and a 
year later was a candidate member , 
of the Politburo. , - . 

Under Andropov he was in charge 
of economic policy; and involved in 
party affairs; playing a major role in 
organizing elections of officials. 

He then took on a more pubHc 
face, visiting Canada in May . 1983, . 
.which 'gave - him badly needed - 
foreign-affairs experience, anti 
attending the Portuguese Commun- 
ist Party Congress in December. . 

:By April. 1984, Gorbachev had 
publicly consolidated Sis position asr 
Number Two, securing apariiamen- 
tary foreign-affairs post reserved for.

GENEVA (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union signalled continuity in foreign 
policy yesterday by agreeing swiftly 
to open arms talks with the U.S.

Joseph Lehman said a senior Soviet 
diplomat at a scheduled preparatory 
meeting yesterday agreed that the 
first superpower arms negotiations 
in 15 months should go ahead as 
planned. 


It showed the Soviet 
government wanted to demonstrate 
a continuing line in foreign policy 
despite the leadership change. 

It also appeared to underline the 
urgency that the Soviet Union 
attached to the talks on space arms, 
long-range nuclear weapons and 
European-based missiles, the offi- 
cials said.

A few months later, the long- 
plazmed and long-delayed Martyrs 
Memorial and Museum of the Holo- 
caust was dedicated by the official 
Jewish Federation Council of Los 
Angeles, three kilometres away 
from the Wieseachal Centre. Many 
established Jewish community lead- 
ers did not take kindly to the “com- 
petition" by the upstart New York 
rabbi and the resentment has abared 
little over the years. 

PUSHING AHEAD, Hier claims to 
have enlisted some 250,000 donor- 
members to his cause over the 
past seven years, making the centre 
one of the largest Jewish organiza- 
tions in the world. 

It has also become one of the best 
known. The centre spearheaded the 
Boycott against, CBS-TV for casting 
Vanessa Redgrave, the pro-PLO-ac— 
tress, as the Holocaust heroine in 
Playing for Time-, it led the national 
campaign against Germany's stature 
of limitations on Nazi war ciminals; 
and itbuild’the deeds and disappear- 
ance of Raoul Wallenberg, the war- 
time Swedish diplomat, into an in- 
ternational cause celebre. 

Hier's proudest moment came in 
1982, when the film GVnorifl’f, pro- 
duced by the centre at a cost of S3 
million and narrated by Orson "Wel- 
les and Elizabeth Taylor, won the 
Hollywood Academy Award for the 
year’s best documentary feature. 

The centre's media exposure has' 
been broadened by Hier's impress- 
ive ability to gain access to most of 
the leaders of the Western world at 
well-publicized meetings in 
Washington, London, Paris and the 
Vatican. 

HOW DOES Hier do it? Rosenblatt 
of the Baltimore Jewish Times has 
one supporter of the centre describe 
Hier as “half-yesbivah and half- 
Disneyland. He’s fascinated with 
pinball machines and be reminds me 
of a human pinball, careening from 
one extreme to the other with lights 
flashing and bells ringing. ” 

Neither his modus operand! nor 
his reputation as a tough in-fighter 
have endeared Hier to everybody. 
Few will criticize him openly, but the 
centre’s penchant for glorifying their 
events with bevie of glamorous Hol- 
lywood stars, for high-pressure 
direct mail solicitations, and for 
moving into the territory of older 
Jewish defence organizations has 
offended many sensibilities. Serious 
academicians have criticized the cen- 
tre for employing scare tactics, for 
flamboyance and for a lack of scho- 
larship and trivializing the true 
dimensions of the Holocaust. 

Hier ascribes all criticism to his 
detractors’ jealousy: “We're Ortho- 


duced economic reforms. 

Chernenko's career appeared to 
be in eclipse, but Andropov s physic- 
al decline reversed his fortunes. 

Most Western analysts believe 
Chernenko became the rallying 
point for conservative pam officials 
alarmed by Andropov's course, and 
that it was this support which en- 
sured him the succession w hen the 
then president died in February last 
year. 

Chernenko showed where his 
priorities lav when he announced 
Iasi October's grandiose programme 
to increase farm output by expand- 
ing arable land through enormous 
irrigation projects. 

The move contradicted the views 
of Politburo reformists like Gor- 
bachev. who had earlier declared 
that farm output should be boosted 
by making available land more pro- 
ductive. 

“Chernenko's irrigation program- 
me showed he still thinks in the 
terms of the 1950s. when huge and 
ambitious land projects were seen as 
the answer to all the country's prob- 
lems.'* one Western diplomat said. 

Senior Western diplomats believe 
Chernenko left Gromyko, the veter- 
an foreign minister, to give overall 
guidance to Kremlin foreign policy. 
But apart from the resumption of a 
dialogue with Washington, there 
were few initiatives. 

The only area where the Soviet 
Union showed major activity under 
Chernenko was the Middle East, 
where it tried to cultivate closer links 
with Arab states of ail political per- 
suasions. 

The one area where Chemenko 
made vigorous attempts to impose 
his own personal stamp was culture. 
He fiercely hit out at Western influ- 
ences in the arts and demanded a 
return to the values of 1930s' style 
“Socialist realism.” which required 
the arts to serve as an adjunct of 
party propaganda. 

The Kremlin leader frequently 


dox.” he declares. “We're maver- 
icks. and we're successful.” 

Few will argue with the latter 
assessment. 

FASTS TO PROTEST the Soviet 
treatment of Jews are no longer 
considered major news, but there 
was something unusual about both 
the location and the participants in 
the one-day fast conducted at the 
Deuel Vocational Institution in cen- 
tral California. 

The institution is a state prison 
and those who joined in the protest 
included 18 Jewish and eight non- 
Jewish inmates. In addition, inmates 
donated money taken out of their 
prison truss funds. 

Organizer of the fast was the pris- 
.on chaplain. Rabbi Samuel 
Graudenz. who had shown 
videotapes of Soviet Jewish life at 
weekly prayer meetings. 

Most of the Jewish prisoners, said 
Graudenz. are incarcerated “for the 
usual Jewish crimes of embezzle- 
ment and, unfortunately, drugs-" 
Some of the gentile participants in 
the fast are serving life sentences for 
violent crimes, according to 
Graudenz. 

RECENT SERVICES at Congrega- 
tion B'nai Emunah were led by the 
first father-daughter rabbinical team 
in San Francisco, and possibly the 
world. 

Rabbi Theodore Alexander 
shared the pulpit of the Conservative 
synagogue with his daughter. Rabbi 
Leslie Alexander, who was ordained 
a year ago as a Reform rabbi . 

Leslie, an only child, represents 
the seventh generation of rabbis in 
the Alexander family. Her grand- 
father was a rabbi in Berlin, as was 
her great uncle. The latter was the 
last practising rabbi in the German 
capital until he was deported by the 
Nazisin 1943. 

AN INSTITUTE of Judaic Studies, 
with close ties to Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty, has been established at the San 
Diego University. 

Focus of the institute will be on 
modem Jewish history and contem- 
porary Jewish and Israeli affairs, the 
institute carries the name of Bernard 
and Dorris Lipinsky. who donated 
S250.000 towards its establishment. 

A key role in organizing the 
Lipinsky Institute has been played 
by Dr. iacob Goldberg, of the Day- 
an (formerly Shiloab) centre for 
Middle Eastern Affairs at Tel Aviv 
University, currently a visiting pro- 
fessor at the San Diego University. 

Classes are expected to start in the 
fall under a faculty drawn from both 
San Diego and Tel Aviv Universi- 
ties.

teenagers, condemning their fond- 
ness for Western fashions and accus- 
ing them of laziness and ingratitude. 
The effect among Moscow youngs- 
ters appears to have been to intensify 
feelings of cynicism and indifference 
towards the leadership. 

BORN ON September 24. 1911. into 
a peasant family in a village near 
Krasnoyarsk in central Siberia. Kon- 
stantin Ustonovich Chernenko left 
school at the age of 12 . 

He became chief of a Komsomol 
youth department in 1929 and joined 
the party in 1931. while serving as a 
border guard on the Chinese frontier 
and battling Moslem guerrillas 
opposed to Communist rule. Ten 
years later he became a local party 
secretary and in 1945 graduated 
from the higher party school in Mos- 
cow. His association with Brezhnev 
began in the 1950s. when Chemenko 
served with Brezhnev as propaganda 
chief in the southern republic of 
Moldavia. He overcame a major 
barrier to his future - a lack of 
qualifications - by attending a 
teachers' training college in Kisinev. 

Brezhnev brought him to Moscow 
in 1956. and when he became head of 
state in 1960. appointed Chemenko 
as head of his secretariat. 

Four years later, when Brezhnev 
became party leader, he put Cher- 
nenko in charge of the party's gener- 
al department, an administrative 
post that gave him access to ail 
personal files and allowed him to 
organize day-to-day Kremlin busi- 
ness. 

MOST ANALYSTS believe it was 
only in the mid-1970s that Brezhnev 
decided his loyal aide would be an 
ideal successor. 

Chernenko was made a candidate 
member of the Politburo in 1977. 
promoted to foil membership a year 
Jaier and was almosi always at the 
leader's side in subsequent public 
appearances. 

Outmaneuvered by Andropov in 
1982. Chernenko appeared to be in 
decline for several months but began 
to bounce back as the new Kremlin 


chief ideologist. 

Upon Andropov's death early last 
year, he was named the party's 
general-secretary and made state 
president two months later. 

Most Kremlin-watchers believe 
Chernenko's ultimate success in 
securing the leadership was based 
more on his previous association 
with Brezhnev than his own merits. 

"Chemenko did not gel to the top 
through outstanding ability. For 
people frightened by the Andropov 
regime, he was the closest thing to 
another Brezhnev.” one diplomat 
said. 

Some Westerners who have dealt 
with Chernenko have voiced similar- 
ly unflattering views. Malcolm 
Toon, a former U.S. ambassador to 
Moscow, said: “The only impression 
I formed of him was that he was a 
dullard.” 

His leadership style was in many 
ways modelled on Brezhnev, in 
sharp contrast with the modest and 
almost ascetic Andropov. Like his 
former mentor, he awarded himself 
medals and appeared to delight in 
sitting back on public occasions to 
hear speeches lauding his own lead- 
ership talents. 

Despite his almost daily appear- 
ances on television and signs of a 
growing personality cult, specula- 
tion about Chernenko's health and 
likely tenure in office persisted. 

When he was absent from public 
view for almost two months in the 
middle of last year, some Soviet 
officials began spreading rumours 
that he was about to step down. 

The state media almost dropped 
references ro the leader during his 
absence, seen by Western analysts as 
a sign that he wielded little real 
authority in the upper echelons of 
the parry apparatus. 

Amid continuing doubts about 
Chernenko's ability to hold on to 
pow-er for long, most Western 
analysts turned their attention ro the 
likely contenders for his succession. 

They saw a rivalry between Polit- 
buro members Mikhail Gorbachev. 
54. and Grigory Romanov. 62. both 
allies of Andropov.

IN THIS promising programme, 
only the Beethoven was really satis- 
fying. 

Boaz Tarsi's Biq 'a. Recitative and 
Dance which received the Sinfoniet- 
ta's annual prize for young Israeli 
composers, was puzzling. His tech- 
nical know-how is impressive and he 
deserves credit for extremely skilful 
handling of the orchestra. The piece 
was well-prepared and Rodan's in- 
terpretation seemed to do if foil 
justice. But as music, the piece 
seemed not only anachronistic, but 
an exact replica of what was done 70 
years ago! 

In the programme Tarsi notes he 
has written “a musical statement 
which attempts to free itself from 
post-Serialism and the avant-garde 
of the '60s and early ’70s.” Tarsi's 
alternative, however, is to identify 
totally with the post-romantic, eapty 
tonal-atonal idiom of Schoenberg 
and Webern. The first two move- 
ments sound incredibly similar to 
Schoenberg's famous Hive Pieces for 
Orchestrra, Op.16 (1912) and even 
more so like Webern's Six Pieces for 
Orchestra. ” Op .6 ( 1909). 

Vivaldi, as everyone knows, wrote 
a tremendous amount of music, little 


of which interests us today. Siabal 
Mater is so weak and monotonous, 
so empty of invention, that only a 
genius could make it acceptable to a 
modem listener. Rodan seemed un- 
employed almost throughout the 
whole work, but mezzo soprano 
Anne Collins could have contributed 
something. Her monotonous 
(apparently “pious") vocal line, 
without the slightest change of tim- 
bre or expression, made the empty 
composition that much more boring. 

Mahler's Kindertotcnlieder should 
have a shattering effect, but this 
performance did not even touch the 
listener. Anne Collins, though un- 
doubtedly better than in the Vivaldi, 
did not grasp the tragedy. Her voice 
lacked convincing volume, inner 
strength and meaningfulness. It was 
anything but idiomatic Mahler. 

As to' the orchestra. Mahler's in- 
tricate. mostly solistic textures are 
beyond the technical capabilities of 
the Sinfonietta. The sound was raw. 
lacking musical subtlety and express- 
iveness. 

Beethoven's “Fourth," however, 
was highly impressive, demonstrat- 
ing convincingly rhe orchestra's un- 
deniable assets. The rest of the con- 
cert seemed to justify the Sinfonietta 
and Mendi Rodan receiving the 
annual Leah Porat prize for music, 
awarded by the Public Council for 
Culture and Art.

Koor aims for 18% rise in exports 


Egypt plans to attract summer | (hanging rides about price > 


vacationers to the Red Sea

TEL AVIV. - Koor will focus a great 
part of its efforts this year on an 
export drive, especially to the U.S.. 
managing director Yeshayahu Gav- 
ish said yesterday. 

Koor. which is owned by Hevrat 
Ha’Ovdim. the Histadrut holding 
arm. is the country's largest indust- 
rial holding company. Gavish was 
discussing the concern's work and 
development programme for 19S5. 
Its profit and Joss” statement as well 
as its other financial statements will 
be available only in June, 

Koor expects exports this year to 
increase by up to IS per cent, to $712 
million, with about 40 per cent of this 
going to the U.S. Total exports this 
year will account for 37 per cent of all 
sales, which should be about S2.045 
billion. /The shortfall will be co- 
vered mainly by exchange rate insur- 
ance. I 

As in former years, most of the 
exports will come from four plants. 
Tadiran. Soltam. Makhteshim and 
Alliance, “but more and more of our 
smaller plants are hungrily eyeing 
the export market." 

While foreign sales were expected 
:o increase by IS per cent local sales 
were expected to fall by 2 per cent in 
a dwindling market. 

But Gavish stated that both fi- 
gures were subject to change. “It all 
depends on the package deal holding 
up and continuing to produce more 
or less favourable results.” he said. 
Another condition is that the state 
doesn't run out of foreign currency, 
which will prevent it from buying 
raw- materials, and that the costs of 
manufacturing don't rise (and this 
includes exorbitant wage demands). 
As a final condition he listed the 
country's ability to mobilize money 
both here and abroad. 

Gavish pointed out that foreign 
businessmen were hesitant about in- 
vesting :n a country “with a high rate 
of inflation, a tax system impossible 
to grasp ejsiiv. and with no definite 


promise of profits." 

Nevertheless. Koor was going 
ahead abroad, he said. It planned to 
float in New York an issue of long- 
term bonds, up to ten years, 
although some money would be 
raised 'through selling short-term 
commercial paper. 

Within Israel. Koor will soon :aise 
some 515m. in bonds, which will be 
dollar-linked and pay about 2 per 
cent above the Paiam rate. 

"However, Paiam, to draw in- 
terest. must be locked away for a 
year, our bonds will be liquid. 
Moreover, the maximum income tax 
will be 35 per cent, and (he minimum 
interest rate will not fall below 7 per 
cent." he said. 

Gavish added that Koor had 
promised the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change "to create a market for these 
bonds." However, this did not mean 
“regulating the price." as had been 
done with the commercial bank 
shares (which were listed at very 
high prices before they collapsed in 
October, 1983). but simply seeing to 
it that their price did not fall - or rise 
- above defined limits. 

In all. from both local and foreign 
sources. Koor expects to mobilize 
S125m. during the current year. 
Together with almost StOOm. from 
its own resources, it plans to invest 
about S2 10m. in industrial expansion 
this year fSlSOm. in 1984). About 75 
per cent will be invested in export 
areas, to make the products more 
competitive, especially electronics, 
metals and chemicals. A good parr of 
the rest of investments will go to- 
wards increasing output of existing 
plants by about 4 per cent through 
greater use of automation and robo- 
tics. 

“If we invested about one billion 
dollars in the last five years, we hope 
to invest just as much in the next five 
years," he said. Moreover, other 
monies for R & D would be raised by 
individual companies, such as Telrad 
and Makhteshim. by floating issues 
similar to those allowed under the 


“Elsrint Law" (which grants the 
buyer of the bonds considerable in- 
come tax benefits. 1 

The Koor companies will continue 
to employ about the same number of 
workers, some 35.090. "but this does 
not mean we will let hidden unem- 
ployment creep up on us. " 

“Hidden unemployment" will be 
prevented by a variety of ms 2 ns. the 
most important being production for 
export markets at "a break-even 
point,” that is. without any profits. 
In other cases, a five-day work week 
will be introduced, and those with 
vacations due them will be forced to 
take them. Moreover, some tempor- 
ary workers may be fired to provide 
work for permanent ones. 

Asked about trade with China. 
Gavish said that Koor was studying 
the matter all the time. China may be 
a huge market, but the Chinese are 
not interested in importing goods, 
but in importing the means of pro- 
duction, so they can export and earn 
foreign currency. "We hope this 
situation will change." 

He also noted that Koor s plans to 
open an office in Budapest had been 
shelved for the time beine. 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt has stop- 
ped granting Bootees for new five-star 
hotels in big dues and is concentrat- 
ing on building more seaside tourist 
villages to attract sun-seeking visi- 
tors. Minister of Tourism Wagih 
Shindi told a press conference this 
week. 

Egypt, despite Mediterranean and 
Red' Sea beaches, does not attract a 
significant share of summer holiday 
tourists. 

Shindi said: “Beach resorts are 
not exploited enough. ..when the 
temperature in Western Europe is 
minus 20 degrees centigrade, it is 
plus 20 degrees in the Red Sea 
resorts." 

Statistics show that the number of 
hotels has increased by 40% since 
1974. when the country introduced 
an "open-door" economic policy. 
Most of the hotels are in Cairo or the 
cities where historical monuments 
are located. 

Shindi said tourism earned Egypt 
SI billion in 1984 from some 1-5 


million foreign visitors, but only 
25% of this found its way into the 
banking system, with the rest chan- 
nelled into the illegal free market 

He said the number of tourists is 
expected to increase in 1985 and 
tourists will be encouraged to use 
banks to exchange their dollars fol- 
lowing the introduction of a new 
dollar rate aimed at undermining the 
black market. 

Industry sources estimated that 
40% of tourists visiting Egypt come 
mainly to see the pyramids and other 
famed Nile-side attractions in Upper 
Egypt. About 30% were business- 
men attending conventions and 30% 
were Arabs coming far leisure or 
medical treatment. 


Egypt's chief customers in 1984 
remained mainly U.S. nationals arid 
Arabs from Gulf States. Official sta- 
tistics show that around 190,000 
Americans visited Egypt last year 
and some 600,000 visitors came from 
Arab countries. 


Taiwan’s trade surplus raises concern 


Swiss hoteliers here

TEL AVIV. - Sixteen Swiss hote- 
liers Sunday began a week's work- 
ing visit here, meeting tour oper- 
ators and travel agents to conduce 
deals for the next tourism season. 

It was the first time the Swiss 
Hotel Association sent a delegation 
here and the move follows findings 
that Israelis ranked third - after 
Americans and West Germans - in 
the number of nights spent in Swiss 
hotels. 

Sunday the hoteliers met 
agents in Tel Aviv and later this 
week they will be in Haifa and Jeru- 
salem. they also presented the 
Israel Hotel Association with a scho- 
larship for one student to study at the 
Lausanne Hotel School.

In the share market, the two pre- 
vious sessions of mixed prices gave 
way to a renewed bout of selling. 
This saw twice as many issues fall in 
price yesterday as rose, and under- 
lined the downward trend which now 
dominates the "free” share market. 

Most of the “anangemem" bank 
shares rose, and the sectoral index 
added over 1%. This was the back- 
ground to the 0.5% gain in the 
General Share Index, for the non- 
bank index moved in exactly the 
opposite direction. While the degree 
of fall was quite restrained in sev eral 
important sectors - notably indust- 
rials (-0.40%) and investment com- 
panies (-1%). there were others that 
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were harder hit. such as real estate 
(-1.55%) and mortgage banks 
(-2.64%): 

In a class by themselves, however, 
were the oil exploration companies. 
Just as thev led the market up in the 
good months of November. Decem- 
ber and lanuarv- with their index 
rising by several hundred per cent, 
so too this group has been the worst 
hit bv the turn in the market's for- 
tunes. As recently as the beginning 
of March, it was above 200. but it has 
now fallen to 157. 

Both yesterday and on Sunday 
saw more than 5% pared off this 
index, and yesterday saw falls of up 
to 15%.

Chernenko had long been the sub- 
ject of health rumours, and his death 
came after more than two months in 
which he had been seen only twice 
on national television, and then only 
briefly. , 

Conflicting and vague explana- 
tions were given for his absence 
during that period. Similarly, first 
word of his death was given to the 
Soviet public and the outside world 
indirectly. 

NEW YORK. - The collective 
Kremlin leadership that emerged 
during the last two successions is 
Ekely to guide the Soviet Union 
through another smooth transition, 
making no radical changes in foreign 
or domestic policies, according to 
western specialists. 

Malcolm Toon, a U.S. ambassa- 
dor to «he.Sovfet;Utfpn curing the 
admini stration of Leonid Brezhnev, 
said in a radio interview yesterday 
that he did not expect the transition 
in Moscow to have major effects on 
Soviet foreign policy, including 
Kremlin positions on arms and 
Afghanistan. 

Toon (also a former ambassador 
to Israel) said he believed the Soviet 
bargaining position at the Geneva 
arms talks had been readied col- 
legially by Soviet leaders, particular- 
ly Foreign Minister Andrei Gromy- 
ko.

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THE KILLING of 12 Israeli soldiers barely 100 metres north of 
Metulla by a suicidal Shi'ite maniac - who may have originally 
intended to blow up his truck inside the village itself- shocking 
and tragic as it is, is not entirely surprising. A similar such 
attempt against an army convoy was narrowly thwarted just a 
few days earlier. 

The incident has heightened the debate over the pace of 
Israel's withdrawal. And yesterday’s army action against Shi’ite 
villages, though apparently planned before Sunday's attack at 
Metulla, has also sharpened the question of whether the “hard 
fist” policy can stem Shi'ite hostility or whether it will only 
deepen it for the future. 

Two main reasons have been cited publicly to explain why an 
accelerated withdrawal is out of the question. First it is said to 
be logistically impossible. This is the view of the defence 
establishment, and has been enunciated by Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. The second reason, voiced also by Mr. Peres, is 
that Israel must not be seen to be speeding up its withdrawal 
because of pressure. For this would embolden the terrorists in 
the future. 

Military logistics, do, of course, involve the factor of time. 
The army must make the calculation. Yet the question must 
also be asked whether the matter could not be treated more 
flexibly by the IDFs famous improvisers? 

As for the psychological impact of an accelerated exit, this is 
not something which Israel, with its strong army need be overly 
concerned about. It should be remembered that Mr. Reagan 
too. grandly declared that the U-S. Marines would not be 
pulled out of Beirut under pressure, for fear of the impact on 
America's standing in the Middle East. But six weeks later he 
changed his mind and America’s standing has not suffered. 

Moreover, the government seems somehow to feel that the 
pace of withdrawal is a matter that requires public pronounce- 
ment. Governments can after all take military decisions which 
they do not have to shout from the roof tops. It is only the 
penchant for declarations that makes withdrawal a question of 
image. 

That penchant is an outcome of the internal political tussle 
between the Likud and the Alignment. The ministers should, 
therefore, summon the maturity to place the withdrawal 
question beyond their political desire to impress their consti- 
tuencies. whatever side of the question they happen to espouse. 

Obviously, for as long as Israel's army is in Lebanon it must 
defend itself- The soldiers cannot be sitting ducks. That is 
dangerous and demoralizing. The army has little choice, 
therefore, but to take stiff measures. But the cost of that can 
also not be overlooked, namely the Shi’ite Golem we raise for 
the future. 

In this no-win situation, the highest priority is to make 
certain that the withdrawal schedule is, in fact, the most rapid 
that is logisticallv feasible. 


A bad case 


THE EMBLEM of Israel’s postal service is the deer. It should 
be the tortoise. Long-timers sigh when they recall the speed 
with which the mails used to be delivered in the times of the 
British, and even the Turks. Today, sending a letter from one 
end of a Jerusalem street to the other may be the equivalent of 
casting one’s bread upon the water. 

Plainly, something must be done to improve this sorry state 
of affairs. During the four years in which the present postal 
director has been in office matters have not improved; they 
have worsened. This naturally leads to thoughts for the need of 
change at the top. 

This not too original thought has, indeed, occurred to the 
director-general of the Ministry of Communications, Yoram 
AJster. Mr. Alster has a programme of reform in mind for the 
postal service, but he does not wish the present postal director, 
Eitan Lachman. to preside over it. Presumably for good 
reason. 

Mr. Lachman. however, disagrees, and rather than graceful- 
ly bow out and try to prove his mettle in some other assignment, 
he is raising a furore which is getting his name to the headlines. 
He claims that his dismissal - which in effect is just an ordinary 
bureaucratic replacement - is politically motivated. And the 
Civil Servants' Union is backing him up. It has declared a 
labour dispute for bis protection. 

What is the proof of this allegation? There is no proof. Mr. 
Alster. a Shinui party leader, like the minister of communica- 
tions. Amnon Rubinstein, is not even planning to appoint a 
Shinui party member to the job. Had he done so. it still would 
not necessarily have proved a political motive; but be is careful 
to forestall the charge. 

The only relevant issue concerns Mr. Lachman’s suitability' 
and whether he retains the confidence of his superiors. 
Obviously he does not. By what right then does he insist on 
holding on? Is his job to be considered a property rigbr? His to 
hold until he deigns otherwise? That only makes a mockery of 
the public service, and especially the higher echelons. 

The citizenry pays taxes to obtain services, not to create 
sinecures. 

The matter will now be decided by the Tel Aviv Labour 
Court. But it is regrettable that the Civil Servants’ Union 
should, in the meantime, have lent the mantle of comradely 
solidarity where it has no place.

THE EUROPEAN Community 
stands on the brink of the comple- 
tion of its second enlargement, 
started with the accession of Greece 
in 1979. by the accession of Spain 
and Portugal, this year or next. The 
accession to the community of these 
two states, and in particular of 
Spain, presents Israel with serious 
problems. 

Diplomacy between the Hebrews 
and die Europeans has been enthu- 
siastically conducted since the 
Second Century BC, when Judas 
Maccabeus concluded a treaty with 
Rome. Recent history supplies 
further points of contact between 
Europe and the modern Jewish 
state. Zionism was essentially a 
European movement, and the firs? 
pioneers were mainly European 
Jews. Nor should it be forgotten that 
one of the important motivations- of 
the founders of the European Com- 
munity was the reestablishment of 
Germany as a European power-, a 
factor of special importance to a 
state so intimately connected with 
the atrocities of the Second World 
War. 

The combination of this historical 
background with the suitability of 
Israel's sub-tropical produce for the 
North European market explains 
why Israel began a dialogue with the 
European Economic Community in 
the summer of 1957. some months 
before the community was officially 
in existence, and why Israel was the 
third country in the world to formal- 
ize diplomatic relations with the new 
community. The first trade agree- 
ment between Israel and the com- 
munity was signed in 1964. and rela- 
tions have passed through several 
stages to the signing of a free trade 
agreement in 1975. 

The current situation bears strik- 
ing similarities to that of a decade 
ago. Before 1975. the Europeans 


THE RESPECT of the public is a 
most valuable commodity to the 
police in a democratic society. It tnay 
not be tangible currency, but it still 
has to be earned.

We hope Police 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev has now 
firmly ended that aberration. 

Apart from the police beat stories 
in the news, it is the law-abiding 
citizen's personal brush with the 
police that shapes his or her respect 
and appreciation of our police force.

teeing the safety of the men Israel 
intends to pull back. 

No matter how small the chance of 
this happening the Syrians could 
decide to use the disorganization 
inherent in an army on the move to 
attack or to instigate attack by its 
surrogates in Lebanon. 

The operational realities necessi- 
tated by this are primarily dictating 
the pace of the IDFs withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 

There are also other considera- 
tions: arrangements in the security 
zone with both the South Lebanon 
Army and Unifil: die preparation of 
an alternate infrastructure in north- 
ern Israel for the civilian population 
and the fDF. including improve- 
ments to the electronic fence on die 
international border: and the dis- 
mantling of hundreds of millions cf 
dollars of sophisticated and secret 
electronic equipment, now under 
several metres of snow . 

To protect itself in the interim, the 
fDF will continue an aggress;-. * poii- 
cv of pre-emptive attack against sus- 
pect Shi'ite (but not exclusively 
Shi'ite i military groups, rely ms 
mainly on intelligence. 

The policy is to blow up arty house 
found containing explosives; to en- 
ter and search all buildings, even 
religious institutions: and to arrest 
and question all male inhabitants 
and to apprehend all suspects, if a 
suspect should try to escape, the 
policy is to shoot. 

Troops are under strict orders to 
take every precaution and action to 
defend themselves, which means 
that no chances are to be taken.

A change in 
European attitude was brought ab- 
out by skilful use by the Israeli 
negotiators of the accession to the 
community of three new states, Bri- 
tain. Ireland, and Denmark - the 
first enlargement. 

The Europeans were persuaded 
that the inclusion of three new par- 
ties with which Israel had already 
established strong commercial tie* 
necessitated a move to closer ties 
and the recognition (requested by 
Israel from the stun) of Israel as a 
mature, developed and equal part- 
ner. or in the words of one European 
diplomat, "a member of the dub." 

Today, due to the combined effect 
of favourable ttade terms and highly 
developed techniques. Israel is able 
to sell its fruit and flowes on the 
European market more cheaply than 
the competing Spanish produce. Not 
so when Spain becomes a full mem- 
ber of the community and enjoys 
internal community revenues 
according to the preferential protec- 
tionist prices fixed in Brussels for the 
iniernal market. Although industrial 
trade between the EC and Israel will 
soon be completely free.

agricultural sector, the benefit of. 
which wiD be overridden by Spanish 
membership. The imminence of die. 
replacement of Israeli by European 
produce is so dear that investors 
have already started snapping up 
land in Spain to cultivate -flowers for 
sale in Amsterdam from the moment 
of Spanish membership. Who are 
the investors? Saudi Arabia. 

CLEARLY Israel must negotiate as 
hard as it can to avoid the loss of its 
most important market to the only 
state in Western Europe that has not 
paid Israel the minimum courtesy of 
diplomatic recognition. The Foreign 
Ministry stresses the importance of 
early and frill talks with the Euro- 
peans. The aim of Israeli policy 
according to current opinion, and 
demonstrated in Shamir's recent 
trip, should be to ensure the maintai- 
nance of the status quo regarding the 1 
volume of exports to Europe. The 
Europeans must guarantee the cur- 
rent volume of trade, for the unleas- 
ing of the full effects of the fun- 
damental and unilateral change in 
market conditions brought on by the 
accession of the two new states 
would be a breech of the inherent 
reciprocity in the 1975 Free Trade 
Agreement.
